When the German regime of Kaiser Wilhelm 
collapsed in 1918, the victorious Allies made 
‘terms of armistice with their routed foe. By 
so doing they stopped the battle before it had 
crossed the borders of Germany. 

They did not realize that the mere fall of 
the monarchy did not change the basic, mill- 

aristic spirit of a Prussia-dominated Germany. 

They did not know they had merely eliminated 
the symbol of militarism, had not scotched the 
snake itself. 

That mistake must not be repeated. 

Overthrow, this time, of Hitler and his Nazi 
government must not be enough. The very spirit 
of the war makers must be erased from the 
German mind. Germany, all Germany, must 
be taught a bitter lesson, a lesson that will 
forever be remembered. All Germans must 
know, henceforth, that aggressive war is 
inevitably the road to national disaster and to 
individual suffering. 

The spirits of the millions who have died 
under the hands of brutal Nazism cry out for 
revenge. The world, plunged back toward 
. barbarism by the evil that emanates from one 
nation, hungers for vengeance. 

That revenge and that vengeance will come, 
but not in the spirit of reprisal. It must come 
as a means of reform, as a lesson to those who 
can only be taught by the rod they have 
themselves created, the rod of war and of utter, 
crushing, bleeding defeat. 

Inditidual violators of the laws of society 
are punished, by imprisonment and by the 
electric chair or hangman's rope. Just so must 
nations like Germany and Japan, that have, as 
nations, so vilely violated the laws of nations 
and of the laws-of God, be punished. 

Punished for expiation of their sins and for 
the reformation of their souls. 

There are good and innocent souls in 
Germany and in Japan and Italy who will 
suffer together with the guilty. This we shall 
regret, but we must«<steel ourselves to the 
essential task by memory of the millions of 
good and innocent souls who have suffered 
because of the’ rapacity and depravity of the 
Nazis wf Germany, the militarists of Japan and 
the weasels of Italy.

There Must Be No More Delay 

The news that a deadlock has come into 
being between management and labor repre- 
sentatives. attempting to work out a program 
for converting the automobile industry to war 
materials production comes with shocking 
Surprise to the nation as a whole. 

OPM, under whose auspices the conferences 
are held, has replaced the special committee 
assigned to this job with a new group. If this 
second group cannot work harmoniously 
together, the automobile industry as a whole 
will drop many notches in public esteem. 

In this particular dispute the representatives 
of labor appear in a far better light than do 
those of management. The former appear to 
hold one idea only, the conversion of the 
industry to war production as rapidly as 
humanly possible. That is the idea of the whole 
country. 

Management representatives, however, offer 
as their sole excuse for failure to co-operate 
with their labor confreres, the argument that 
the plan approved by the labor men would mean 
“socialization” of the industry. 

What of it? If socialization, for the time- 
being, of any industry can save’ Singapore and 
the Dutch East Indies, can transfer into 
actuality instead of mere words the program 
and task set forth by President Roosevelt on 
Tuesday, then let it be socialization. We, as a 
nation, don’t care a continental quibble about 
such niceties of argument. What we want is 
one thing and one thing only. That one thing 
is fulfilment of the President’s program for the 
production of planes and tanks and guhs and 
ships. 

A labor representative, Reuther, a year ago 
presented a plan for the adaptation of the 
motor industry to the building of wanes and 
tanks. Management at that time declared those 
plans “impossible.” They said motor plants 
could not be so convert And they went on 
building automobiles at the rate of 4,000,000 a 
year, using up precious metal and rubber for 
which we would, today, give the national eye- 
teeth. 

Today, under orders from the President, the 
conversion Reuther advocated a year ago has 
got to be made. Whether feasible or not, it is 
imperative and mandatory. Leading automotive 
executives have said it can be done. Henry 
Ford, notably. | 

Now, if management still insists on belittling 
the Reuther plan—which has become the 
nation’s plan—management will simply have to 
play ball or get out of the way. 

The job has to be done—and it will be done. 
Quibbling over “socialization of industry” and 
other bugaboos must be postponed until after 
the war is over. 

In the meantime, if the new group named 
by the OPM to arrive at a plan doesn’t effect 
results, quickly, it may be necessary to place the 
entire motor industry under the rule of a 
dictator for the duration of the emergency. 
The nation will insist_on that. For the nation 
is going to win this war and nothing, not even 
so great an industry, dare get in its way!

Henry Douglas Pollard 


Death of H. D. Pollard, trustee of the Cen- 


tral of Georgia railroad, removes from Georgia 


one of her most brilliant and successful trans- 
portation experts. In addition to his direction 
of the Central of Georgia, Mr. Pollard was an 
executive of various branch line roads and of 
the Ocean Steamship Company. 

Born in Virginia, educated at the University 
of Virginia and the Drexel Institute of Phila- 
delphia, Mr. Pollard first came to the Central 
of Georgia as a transitman. He held, succes- 
sively, the posts of assistant engineer, resident 


engineer, supervisor, trainmaster and road- 


master superintendent during the years from_ 


1898 to 1911. From 1911 to 1913 he headed 
important railroads in Brazil. He returned to 
the..Central of Georgia in 1913 as valuation 
engineer. Later became general manager and, 
in 1925, was named president. When the road 
went into bankruptcy, he was named receiver, 
in 1932.

Mr. Pollard was a leader in Savannah, 
always active in movements for the benefit of 
that city. He was popular in all walks of life, 
particularly among the men and women who 
work for the Central of Georgia. His death 
comes as a shock, and to everyone in the road’s 
employ, down to the humblest section hand, 
it is as though a personal friend had passed 
away.

TALK WITH MARSHALL I[vrecall a talk with Marshall after 


my return in June, 1940, from the

Later, when it was known that the Germans were massing for 
thé attack on Russia, Prime Minister Winston Churchill wanted his 
ablest soldier on hand to meet a possible German drive through 
Iran to India. Wavell knows his subject on the spot.

Have you said in your heart that we must win this war, regard- 
less of the cost? 

Do you realize, even vaguely, how great the cost will be, in lives 
and money and labor and sacrifice? | 

If you have made your vow and estimated the cost, there remains 
only the matter of choosing between two methods. 

We can continue our normal way of life, devoting only a fraction 
of our energy to war effort, increasing our pace by degrees as new 
disasters make us more conscious of our peril—in which case the 
war may last 10 years or longer. 

Or we can begin at once to do our utmost, discarding for the 
duration every interest and activity. that could interfere with defense 
work, living from day to day with no other ambition or concern 
except the grim business of crushing our enemies—in which case 
the war may be finished in two or three years and many lives and 
much treasure saved. : 

The plan of our enemies is ‘“‘total war;’ 
or fail. 

Our great population will not be a deciding factor; China has 
three times as many people. Our vast store of gold will not win for 
us; Germany and Japan began with empty treasuries. Even our 
boasted wealth of natural resources will be useful only as we de- 
velop the skill to use what we have. ‘New machines produce more, 
but other machines destroy more; and now 18 workerggare needed 
to supply one fighting man. 

Total war means the harnessing of a nation’s entire energy and 
resources and a fight to exhaustion. 

Our whole nation must be organized as one giant factory. Work- 
ers and tools and materials must: be used where they can be most 
effective. We must give up everything—not'only new cars and 
tires and similar luxuries, but everything we can live without, so 
that all skill ‘and labor and raw materials can be devoted to war 
work, This does not mean that we should become hysterical, bank- 
rupt all peace-time business and industry, and throw half of our 
people out of jobs, but only that we must stop everything that con- 
sumes energy and material needed for the war. And the money 
thus saved must be invested in defense stamps or bonds or taken 
from us by taxation. . 

The nations that organize most efficiently, work hardest and 
sacrifice most will win, and the softest will go down. To hold back 
anything, and thus weaken our cause, is to save for the befiefit of a 
conqueror.

Designed and Construct- | 


ed One of State’s Early 
Developments. 


Cameron Douglas Flanigen, 87, 
a pioneer in the development of 


power and street railways in 
Georgia, died yesterday at his 
home in Athens, Ga. 

A native of Philadelphia, Pa., he 
came to Athens in 1879 and soon 
became superintendent of the 
Athens Street Railway Company. 
He has been a power company 
executive for the past 40 years. 

Power Executive. 

Since 1927 he has been a vice 
president of the Georgia Power 
Company and only last year be- 
came a member of the board of 
directors. 

Flanigen designed and _ con- 
structed the Mitchell Bridge hy- 
droelectric plant on the Oconee 
river .in 1896—one of the first 
such plants to be built in Georgia. 
Later he built the Tallassee plant, 
the Barnett Shoals development 
and the Athens steam plant. 

In 1912 he was made vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Athens Electric Railway Com- 
pany, of which he was subse- 
quently president. 


That company was acquired by|* 
the Georgia Power Company in 
1926 and Flanigen was made 
manager of the company’s Athens 
division. ' 
Many Acetivities. 

In addition to his business ac- 
tivities, the power company exec- 
utive was first president of the 
Athens Rotary Club, a delegate to 
the International Rotary meeting 
in Scotland in 1921, a charter 
member and secretary of the Ath- 
ens board of education from 1885 
to 1923, a past president of the 
Athens Chamber of Commerce, 
president emeritus of the North- 
east Georgia Boy Scout Council, 
and a member of the Athens Epis- 
copal church, 

Surviving are three sons, C. D. 
Flanigen Jr., of Athens; Lieuten- 
ant Colonel B. L. Flanigen, of 
Mitchel Field; Long Island, N. Y., 
and J. M. Flanigen, of Atlanta, 
and two daughters, Miss Jean 
Flanigen and Mrs. H. M. Heck- 
man, of Athens.

Potatoes, both sweet and Irish, are*among our basic foods, and 
when properly cooked they supply important minerals, vitamins and 
other nutrients. Correct cooking of potatoes cannot be over-empha- Fog any PO 
sized becawse some of the vital elements lie just beneath the jm , sa ee" iar 2s “a 
potato skin and are easily dissolved in water. The loss of potato . Pee ee | ay 
nutrients increases when potatoes are cut up, and in proportion to the 
amount of water they are cooked in. To retain full food value, po- 
tatoes should be cooked with skins on. Almost all potato dishes can 
be prepared from potatoes that first are boiled or baked in the skins. 
When potatoes are peeled they should be left in large pieces and 
steamed, using very little water. 

The secret of serving a good boiled potato is to drain boiled pota- 
toes as soon as they are tender; and a good, little-known trick is: to 
dry boiled potatoes by shaking them over low heat after they have | 
been thoroughly drained. | 

To bake potatoes place, after scrubbing, in a moderate oven. Skins} 
may be greased if desired. The skins of baked potatoes should be | 
broken and pressed slightly to let out the st€éam as soon as potatoes 
come out of oven. There are more than 500 known and tested potato 
recipes, which means that potatoes can often be served without fear | 
of monotonous reappearance of the same dishes. Add these recipes 
to your repertory:

NEW YORK, Jan. 8—(4)—The 
American steel industry, plung- 
ing into the war effort, announced 
today it had produced 83,000,000 
tons of steel in 1941, or 25 per 
cent more than the peak output 
of 1940. 

To show how the industry had 
stepped up its efforts last year, 
the American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute said: - 

“During 1941 the _ industry’s 
plants operated at an average of 
97.4 per cent of capacity, which 
compares with a rate of 82.1 per 
cent of capacity during 1940. 

“Production in December to- 
taled- 7,163,999 tons, as against 
output of 6,969,987 tons in No-

State To Boost 


1942 Output of 


Tomato Plants 


25 Per Cent Increase 
Predicted by Georgia 
Entomologist. 


Georgia will increase its output 
of tomato plants this year by 
400,000,000, State Entomologist J. 
H. Girardeau believes. 

This will be a jump of more 
than 25 per cent. Georgia already 
supplies more than half the na- 
tion’s commercial tomato plants 
and may ‘have to up this ratio 
to keep step with the tomato can- 
ning goal set for 1942 by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The canning goal for the nation 
is 40,000,000 cases, a 25 per cent 
jump over last year. It may be 
advanced. 

Most plants are grown in south 
Georgia for shipment to northern 
and eastern growers. The growers 
set them out to produce tomatoes. 
The warm climate of south Geor- 
gia enables the plants to get a 
head start. : 

Unless growers bought the 
southern-started plants they 
would have to use hothouses. 
Some of the big canning compa- 
nies do. But one of these is also 


The Georgia plants are certi- 
fied for quality and disease re- 
sistance. Last year the state pro- 


duced 350,000,000 of the certified 


plants on 5,000 acres.

“A case of 30 dozen eggs,” Le 
added, “will dry down to 10 
pounds of highly concentrated 
food which contains most of the 
proteins, minerals and vitamins 
needed for the body. Thus the 
need of more eggs for the Allies 
as well as more eggs for home 
consumption.”

ammunition, and to ready them- 
selves for America’s growing bat- 
tle of production. 

“President. Roosevelt this week 
called for a tremendous increase 
in the manufacture of military 
supplies,” Jones pointed out. “That 
increase demands first an increase 
in workers. You are to be those 
workers. Your country asks you 
to work here now seriously and 
without hesitation so that when 
you join the production line for 
war you can give your maximum 
in labor and ability.” 


Qualifies Boys. 


The NYA’s new plant at Ma- 
rietta is so geared that, after a 
three-month period of work ex- 
perience here, the boys will be 
qualified for specific jobs in ship- 
building, aircraft production, and 
in the manufacture of armaments 
and precision instruments, he 
pointed out. 

Jones’ talk, which was delivered 
before project youth and inter- 
ested Marietta citizens after the 
first supper in the new dining 
hall, was enforced by James V. 
Carmichael, Cobb county attorney, 
who'spoke in behalf of the Ma- 
rietta agencies who sponsored the 
project. 

“We Marietta people were 
strongly in favor of this resident 
center even in peace time, recog- 
nizing in it a means of giving 
young people in this section an 
opportunity to become self-sup- 
porting, contributing citizens,” 
Carmichael declared. “Now that 
war has come to America, we re- 
alize that as we serve your needs 
through this work project, you in 
turn will serve America’s needs 
by taking your places in the fac- 
tories, where this war will be 
fought as much as if it were a 
battlefield.” 

Other leaders of the center’s 
sponsoring agencies were intro- 
duced at the informal dedicatory 
ceremonies, among them F. T. 
Wills, Cobb county school super- 
intendent; John W, Lewis, mayor 
pro-tem; and George McMillan, 
county commissioner, 

With completion of the new 
resident center, Marietta has ex- 
panded its NYA facilities into one 
of the state’s largest units in the 
Youth Work Defense program, ac- 
cording to Lamar Partain, project 
director.

Wounded Man 


Drags Himself 


2 Miles to Aid 


Gainesville Hunter, 
Alone, Is Accident- 
ally Shot.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., Jan. 8.— 
Self-possession and courage are 
probably responsible for the life 
today of Manley Thurmond, 32- 
year-old textile worker at Gaines- 
ville Mills, whose left foot was ac- 


cidentally almost blown off Tues- 
day by his shotgun while he was 
hunting three miles from the mill 
village. 

His condition 


at Downey hos- 
where the mangled 
member was amputated, is report- 
ed as good. 

Thurmond said he laid his gun 
down to poke into a stump in 
search of a squirrel. The gun slip- 
ped down the slope and discharg- 
ed, the full load entering his left 
ankle and blowing off even his 
shoe laces. Two dogs, his only 
companions, became panicky but 
refused to leave him, although he 
tied a note to one and tried to 

make it go home. 

Realizing he must help himself, 
Thurmond improvised a_ tourni- 
quet around the injured member 
and upon his hands and khees be- 
gan crawling homeward, and call- 
ing for help. 

After crawling nearly a mile, 
he said, he came upon an old 
abandoned barn and set it afire, 
but no help came. A full two 
miles from where the accident oc- 
curred, Thurmond said he found 


a Negro woman’s house and she 


got help, which took him to 
Gainesville.
